n 1845 he estabished at South Bend, Ind., a weekly 
newspaper under thé name Of the St. Joseph Valley 
Register. In he was chosen a dele- 
gate to the National Whig Convention, 
and-in 1850 he was a member of the convention con- 
stituted to frame a new constitution for the State 
of indiana. In 1851 he ran for Congress, but was de- 
feated. In 1854 he had better success, and, 
being elected, served successively asa member of 
the House until 1869.. From 1863 until 1869 he was 
Speaker, and in 1868 he was elected Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States on 
the ticket with Gen, Grant. In 187 
he was again a candidate for the same office, but

Harrigan has 
made an excellent Chief of Police, and the 
Governor could have no earthly object in wanting 
him removed, as was intimated. It is Governor 
Marmaduke's interest only to see that the Police 
Department of St. Loufs is well governed, and not 
to interfere with the details of its management. 
He is not so short-sighted as to begin his guberna- 
torial career by precipitating upon the city of St. 
Louis another Police Board row, such as that which 
demoralized the force a little overa year ago. His 
appointees will understand that very soon, if they 
do not already. He has selected men who have 
never been identified with any ring or political 
clique there; who enjoy the confi- 
dence of the classes of the community 
which they respectively represent, apd who are 
to do nothing more nor tess than to make 
the department do good police work, no matter 
who is Mayor or who is Coal Gil . or who 
is Collector.
